(By J. McCaig in the Winnipeg Free 
Press.) 

The chinook is one of the most inter- 
esting climatic phenomena of North 
America. The name is derived from 
the name of the Chinook Indians, who 
occupied a district at the mouth of the 
Columbia. As originally applied, it 
stood for a warm, southwest wind 
blowlig over this locality. It wag then 
thought to be due to the influence of 
the warm Japén current which could 
not peesibly be accountable for the 
widespread influence of this wind. It 
is still popularly considered to have 
this origin. The warm properties of 
the wind when it strikes the prairie 
on the east side of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is though: not tc be compatible 
with the cold or mountain altitudes 
and it has been naturally concluded 
that it must be simply a current of 
air of Pacific warmth that finds its 
way through the passes and low gaps 
of the mountains. 

This theory has, however, been ex- 
ploded by the investigations cf. the 
scientists. The name has extended in 
us2 and applies not only to the original 
southwest winds along the Oregon 
coast, but also to the warm winds of 
the prairie though these are different 


in origin. The coast winds are no 
doubt to oceanic influence but the chin- 
ook of the prairies though it has stolen 
the name, is quite different in origin. 

The movement of air represented in 
a ehincok wind must be referred to 
conditions incident to atmospheric 
movement at any time or place, that 
is adjacent to area of low ‘pressure 
which, of course, explains all the cases 
of atmosphzric movement. The exist- 
ence of a high pressure area on th? 
piateau west of the Rocky mountanis 
with a contemporary occurrence of low 
pressure on the eastern side is the first 
cause of the chinook. Observations 
have shown that a variation of three 
or four degrees of pressure between 
the plateau of Utah and the plain of 
Manitoba and the Northwest has invar- 
iably preceded the occurrence of the 
chinook. 

But this does not explain the warmth 
of the chincok. The path of the move- 
ment of the high pressure area is over 
the Rocky Mountains and it is the pass- 
ing over the divide thst is accountable 
for the moderate temperature of the 
chinook. The temperature of the air 
lowers as it climbs the slope, but this 
lowering is accompanied by a conden-/} 
sation of the water vapor of the air. 
Just as it takes heat to convert wa- 
ter into vapor so heat is liberated in 
the condensation of vapor into rain. 
This not only checks the lowering of 
by expansion in- 
creases the rapidity of movement which | 
carries the current below super- im- 
posing strata of air subjects the trav- 
elling air to compression, by which its 
temperatureisraised so the chincok is 
2 warm wind. The increase in tem- 
perature is said by United States wea- 
ther authorities to be one degree for 
every six hundred feet of descent. The 
appearance of the “chinook clouds,’ 
popularly so called, is the condensation 
of vapor in the chinook which has 
climbed the western slope of the divide 
and is coming our way. 

The effect of the chinook is phen- 
omenal. Changes in temperature are 
very rapid. A rise of forty-seven de-| 
grees is recorded to have occurred in 
seven minutes in Montana and thirty 
inches of snow has been melted or 
evaporated in twelve hours. Corres- 
pondingly great changes have occurred 
in southern Alberta. The wind comes 
roaring down the passes of the moun- 
tains in such places as Frank, with 
great force. They have a high rate 
of speed at Lethbridge, Macleod, and 
Calgary. Their influenve is great at 
Medicine Hat, and to a considerable de- 
gree farther east, and is slightly per- 
ceptible at Regina. As far north as 
Edmonton, and even into the Peace 
River valley, soft, warm, south-west- 
erly winds are felt contemporaneous 
with the more violent wind of the 
south, though at these points their 
characteristic influence is greatly at- 
tenuated. In southern Alberta’ they 
blow the snow violently about for a 
time and finally lick it all up and 
leave a dry prairie, though sometimes 
part of the snow is melted on the 
ground. 

The economic importance of the winds 
is great. It is the chinook that has 
given to southern Alberta its fame as 
a ranch country. Cattle, horses and 
sheep graze out all winter without any 
food, except the prairie hay, which 
cures on the stem. 

Once in ten years an exceptionally 
hard winter occurs which decimates the 
herds of those who do not provide sup- 
plementary food for stock in prolonged 
hard weather, but generally little hay 
is fed. Range horses and cattle take 
on a heavy coat with the approach of 
winter. If the Lord does not temper 
the wind to the shorn lamb and the 
cow and the horse, he covers them with 
a suitable blanket during hard weather. 
The cattle can “‘intuit’’ the wind better 
than the cowboy, and while still sur- 
rounded by the frozen crust and numb 
with the stupefying frost, faces the 
west and with noses aloft herald its 
coming. Then they get out on the 
knolls soon to be bared, and begin 
to feed. The rancher is passing. The 
Saxon settler has pierced into cattle- 
land at all points and his furrow is 
blackening the tawny prairie. 

He likewise has his problems. The 
rancher profits by natural conditions: 
the farmer is combating them. His 
great need is moisture and the Chinook 
is on the side of the rancher and op-| 
posed to the farmer. Winter snows 
and spring rains are alike licked up 
and carried away by the thirsty chin- 
ook. The farmer has about three times | 
as much rainfall as his crop of cereals 
demands for its maturing but the prob- 
lem is to hold them. 

He will succeed. His rugged furrow 
will stop the wayward tossing and 
sweeping of the snow to cutbank and 
coulee. His well disked field will 
tuke the rain and hold it from 
washing over the hard face o? the prai- 
rie. and his cultivator will keep over 
it a dust blanket to keep it from! 
joining the restless wind on its travels. 
His forest plantations will join in the 
work. Alberta will blos3om as the 
rose and give tribute anew to man’s 
command over nature’s forces.

JAPAN’S ENQUIRY 
The London Times publishes the fol- 
lowing Gespaich from Tokio regarding 
the recent interpellation in the Jcap- 
anese Diet and the ministerial reply 
regarding the efficiency of the British 
army:

The Goverament, there- | 
fore, have to act upon this stipu- | 
lation, hereafter; but they have not 
as yet entered into any discussian 
on the supject. 
Reuter’s correspondent at Tokio | 
telegraphs: 
Mr. Oishi authorizes me to state 


that my version of the substance of 
his interpellation of Jauuary 31 was 
correct. His sole motive in calling 
attention to the British army organ- 
ization was his desire to assist the 
noble ally of Japan in effecting a 
most difficult but indispensable re- 
form. He had not the slightest 
tention of wounding British suscep- 


tibilities. A stimulus from outside 
often helped, he thought, to facili-

Nova Scotia has twenty judges to 
460,008 people, or one judge to each 
23,006. 

In Prince Edward Island there are 
five judges for 103,000 people, or one 
to 20,000. 

Manitoba has 9 judges for 250,000 peo- 
jple or one judge to about 27,500. 
| British Columbia with a population

of 180,600 has 12 judges, or one for 
each 15,000 people. 

In Alberta there are 3 judges for 
a population conservatively estimated 
at 250,000, or one judge to 83,000 peo- 
ple. 

These figures are of course approxi- 
mate, but represent fairiy the propor- 
tion of judges to population in the 
| various provinces. 

Assuming that the proportion of lit- 
igation to population is uniform, the 
Alberta judge has more work than 
three Ontario judges, two Quebec 
judges, three judges in New Bruns- 
, wick, three in Nova Scotia, four in 
| Prince Edward Island, three in Mani- 
toba or five in British Columbia. Be- 
side this a considerable portion of the 
work done by Alberta judges is in oth- 
er provinces done by police magistrates. 
There are only two such officials in 
Alberta, not a sufficient number to ma- 
terially lessen the work of the Su- 
preme Court officers. On the basis of 
the proportion in Ontario, and dis- 
regarding the work of police magis- 
trates Alberta would be entitled to ten 
| judges to carry on the present work of 
the courts. 

But the comparison is really more 
|than this to the disadvantage of the 
| Alberta judges, for the unsettled con- 
ditions of a new country being rap- 
idly filled up by a composite population 
tend to produce far more litigation in 
proportion to the population than arises 
in an older province where conditions 
are long established and popularly rec- 
ognized and where the common require- 
ments of the law are very generally 
understood. While ignorance of the 
law is no excuse for crime, it is reas- 
onable to suppose that a certain pro- 
| portion of the offences which call for 
settlement in court are in part due to 
such ignorance and this proportion 
must of necessity be larger in a new 
community composed of people from dif- 
ferent countries and used to different 
laws and different methods of inter- 
pretation and application. 

Litigation will not naturally increase 
with population and the rapid increase 
in population expected to occur with- 
in the near future might be consid- 
ered reason for anticipating the  in- 
| crease in the business of the courts 
by the appointment of an even larger 
number of judges than required for 
the present work,

Eighteen townships, in which 
there. are over 2.500 homestead- 
ers, all situated within 100 miles 
of Edmonton, and some of, them 
not over 60 miles from the city, 
were thrown open for settlement 


at the land office this week. 


The land in question is situated 
in three different localities. Elev- 
en townships’ are situated to the 
pink a of the city and lie be- 

tween the Saddle lake and White- 

fish lake, north of the Saskatche- 
wan river, and 100 miles from 
the city of Edmonton. The si 
in these 14 townships is A No. I, 
which is evidenced by the fact 
that there were already many set- 
tlers on the land before the sur- 
veys were completed. 

Another parcel of three town- 
ships, on which the surveys have 
just been COL ipleted, were thrown 
open in the Lobstick lake region, 
directly west of the city and 60 
miles from Edmonton as the crow 
ilies.
